PITTSBURGH (AP) — Presi. 


dent LW. Abel of the United 
Steelworkers quit the board of 
the Americans for Democratic 
Action (ADA) Monday because 
the ADA isn't backing President 
Johnson for reelection. 


In a wire to ADA Chairman 


John K. Galbralth, the president 
of the 1.2 million member steel 
union said: "The board1 a repudi. 
ation of President Johnson on the 
basis of a single issue in a time 
of national concern and commit, 
ment, while ignoring the Presi. 
dent's overall record of accom. 
pllshmentinareasof traditional 
concern to ADA, is unwarranted, 
unrealistic, shortsighted and ig- 
nores the realities of the present 
political situation." 


The ADA board, meeting in 


Washington Saturday, voted 65- 
47 to support Sen. Eugene Me. 
Carthy, a Minnesota Democrat 
and Vietnamese peace advocate, 
for president. It was the first 
time in 20 years that the ADA 
hasn't backed an incumbent 
Democrat for president. The 
move reportedly drew stiff Oppo- 
sition from labor. 


A Steelworkers* spokesman 


said Abel's resignation was a 
personal act and not an official 
act on the union. He noted that 
union members join the ADA on 
an individual basis and that sev. 
era! are still members. 


Abel was not the first man to 


resign over the ADA move. John 
P. Roche, a special assistant to 
the President, q u 11 as soon as 
the vote was taken. 


Abel said, "It is extremely un. 


fortunate that the board's ac- 
tion endangers the long-standing 
coalition of liberal forces dedi. 
cated to liberal objectives. 
"This coalition has served the 


principles of the ADA and the 
nation well, but because of the 
decision to abandon ADA's gen. 
era! purpose and objectives over 
an issue for which there Is no 
evidence of opinion to vindicate 
the decision, I can no longer 
serve as part of ADA and I 
must end a relationship I would 
have preferred to continue."

JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 


Statistics say Johnstown has 
less crime per person than any 
city In the nation. Local officials 
aren't impressed. 


The Johnstown area— Cambria 


and Somerset counties— had 440 
crimes per 100,000 persons In 
1966, compared to the national 
average of 1,656. 


To local officials the crime 


rate Is alarming. It's growing 
faster than the national aver, 
age, nearly 10 per cent faster. 


Those close to the situation in 


this mountain steel-maklng city 
agree that the reasons for the 
spiraling Increase are deep - 
rooted and tough to overcome: 
Poor police pay, Inadequate 
equipment and confusion over re. 
cent court decisions on police 
techniques. 


And although some officials 


feel Johnstown has unique youth 
and church programs, as well as 
strong family traditions to help 
hold down crime; Dr. George 
Walter, sociology professor at 
Pitt Johnstown, questions the va- 
lidity of the statistics. 
"I hate to throw this hi," says 


Walter, "but this low crime rate 
might also Indicate that our city 
police force Is not on the ball 
and our crimes records are not 
good." 
"And then you could also say 


mat our definitions of crime 
might be different than in some 
other places," he addes. "In 
some areas of Johnstown, if you 
just get into a bar-room brawl 
with a friend it's not considered 
a crime." 


Other explanations of the low 


crime rate, suggests Walter, 
could be the town's "solid mid- 
dle, class population'' and the re. 
lative shortage of youngsters 12. 
20— the group he says is most 
likely to run afoul of the law. 


Rabbi Nathan Kollin says, "I 


think we have excellent civic 
agencies and civic organizations. 
I think we are a community of 
pretty good parents," 


Law enforcement officers — 


like Johnstown Police Chief Rob- 
ertJ.'Burkhard— aren't happy, 
especially about recent Supreme 
Court decisions. 


Burkhard says officers are 


frustrated. "There no longer are 
any guidelines for a policemen 
to work by," he said. 


There are other problems, too. 


District Attorney Ferdinand F. 
Bionazof Cambria County com- 
plains it's tough to draw money 
from communities for the pro- 


tection they demand, 


"Law enforcement in this day 


Is not a luxury, as some would 
have you believe," he says, "ft 
is a necessity that we must ob- 
tain and mflntaln now for the 
future." 


Shaffer says, "1 think it would 


be helpful to increase the sala- 
ries of policemen to make their 
job more attractive, to add to the 
police force and to have a con- 
tinuing program of in-service 
training for policemen." 


Cambria County Judge George 


W. Griff ith warns the Increasing 
crime rate could have severe 
consequences. 


"tt the rate continues to in- 
crease," he says, "eventually 
we'll have a disordered society. 
No one's life or person or prop- 
erty will be safe. And if that oc- 
curs what usually follows Is that 
the people turn to some strong 
man or dictator to obtain law 
and order again."

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Shaping Up 'Around' Warren 


One can hardly take a look at the 


way things are shaping up around 
the Kinzua Dam these days with- 
out wondering if folks in the War- 
ren area haven't counted their chick- 
ens a little too soon. For all in 
all, if you count developments there 
as points scored, there's little to 
indicate that Warren isn't taking 
a shellacking in the game of tour- 
ist promotion. 
First, as Lee Kelley pointed out 


the other night at a land develop- 
ment seminar, Bradford has a fine 
boat launching facility at Willow 
Bay and Kane has a fine boat launch- 
ing facility at Kiasutha, but War- 
ren County's Wolfe Run Marina's 
clay banks are still as devoid of 
concrete and black top as they 
were when Casey built the bridge. 
Add to this the fact that another 
fine boat launching area has been 
established at Onoville to en - 
hance the upper portion of the 
reservoir and Warren's position 
on the Scoreboard becomes even 
clearer. 


Boat launching and boat usage 


is bound to be one of the most im- 
portant elements when it comes 
to attracting tourists to the Kin- 
zua Dam area. 
In fact, without 


a boat and a husky motor the 
average tourist is going to see 
precious little of the lake's beauti- 


shoreline and with- 
launch his boat will 
to see it at 
all. 


It must be admitted, though,the 


Corps of Engineers did attempt 
to alleviate the situation by build- 
ing Roper Hollow. 
And this fa- 


cility, although small, would have 
provided an acceptable boat launch- 
ing site except for the roads the 
boater has to travel to get there. 
For even the most ardent boater 
hesitates to put his equipment over

the turkey path that leads to Roper 
knowing full well that if it rains 
while he is down "the hole" he 
will have real need for the boat- 
to-camping areas the Forest Serv- 
ice has established nearby. 


But maybe boat launching is the 


least of our problems. 
Warren 


also has a desperate need for camp- 
grounds in the dam area. But the 
three new campgrounds being plan- 
ned by the Forest Service will all be 
located in McKean County and all 
three will be positioned where it 
will be easier for the campers to go 
to Bradford to do their shopping 
than come to Warren. In addition, 
there is little hope that the camp- 
ground at Dew Drop will be in serv- 
ice before the coming season has 
pretty well run its course. 


And then there are the roads. 


Route 219, recently named 
The 


North Star Way, will carry travel- 
ers from the south directly to the 
upper dam area; Route 17, 
the 


Southerntier Expressway, will lead 
those from the west to the same lo- 
cation; and with the Shortway pass- 
ing to the south and Route S to the 
west Warren County will be just 
about as isolated from the flow of 
tourist travel as it's possible to 
get. 
There's a possibility some 


few will infiltrate over our exist- 
ing trails. 


Perhaps this is Nervous Nellie 


thinking. 
It may and it may not 


be. 
But the sure thing is that 


with the length of time it takes to 
get projects of all kinds into mo- 
tion we of the Warren area had bet- 
ter not wait until the last moment 
to decide that our opportunity to 
develop a healthy recreational - 
based economy has passed us by. 
It will be too late then to do much 
about it. 


Why the Viet Cong 


Buchwald 


WASHINGTON — One of the 


many discussions still raging 
in the nation's capital is whether 
the Viet Cong did or did not get 
into the American Embassy in 
Saigon. The official government 
position is that they did not. 


One of our public servants 


told me, "You 
n e w s p a p e r 
people 
went 


overboard 
on 


the story. The 
truth is that al- 
though the Viet 
Cong 
pene» 


trated the em- 
bassy grounds, 
they never did 
get into 
the 
chancery .Since 
they did not achieve their ob- 
jective, we consider this one of 
the worst defeats the Com* 
munists have ever suffered in 
the downtown district of Sal* 
gon." 


"That may be true," I said, 


"but there are some people 
who feel that penetration of the 
embassy grounds by the Viet 
Cong gave the American effort 
in Vietnam a black eye." 
"Balderdash," my friend said. 


"The question was never in 
doubt. Even if the Viet Cong 
had captured the embassy, we 
weren't worried." 


"You weren't?" 


"Of course not. Everyone 


knows the Viet Cong don't know 
how to operate an American 
Embassy." 


I guess I must have looked 


stunned. 


He continued; "Let us suppose 


the worst happened and the Viet 
Cong did get into the embassy. 
Do you think they have any no- 
tion of how to Issue visas or 
passports or handle the fantas- 
tic amount of panel-war*- that an 
embassy 
of 
this size 
re* 


quires?" 


"Well, they aren't trained for 
It," I had to admit. 


"Of course they're not. Our 


Intelligence showed that not one 
of the 19 Viet Cong who invaded 
the embassy grounds had any 
foreign service experience at 
all." 


"Then why would the Viet Cong 


try to take over the American 
Embassy?" 


"Because they're smug, and 


it's this smugness that's going 
to defeat them in the long run. 
They think they can Just walk 
into one of our embassies and 
have it running smoothly in six 
hours. Well, they found out they 
couldn't. It wasn't just a case of 
not knowing how to issue pass- 


ports. Do you knnv ro* one of 
those guerrillas was capable of 
writing a report to Washington 
that anyone could have under- 
stood?" 


"I forgot about writing reports 


to Washington." 
"It's obvious they did, too, or 


they would have sent a much 
higher caliber man. Any idiot 
knows that one of the most im- 
portant functions of an Amert* 
can Embassy is to cable back 
clear, precise, reliable reports 
on the conditions of the country. 
In the case of Vietnam, they 
would have had to supply reports 
on the pacification program, the 
military assistance program, 
the AID program, as well as 
transmit daily body counts to 
the White House. How they ever 
expected to do these reports 
with only 19 men, I'll never 
know." 
"Maybe they were going to 


bring in more people after they 
captured the embassy," I sug- 
gested. 
"tt isn't just a question of 


paperwork and reports," my 
friend continued. "An Ameri-

relations with the government 
as well as other embassies.

fices Is that of member of the 
State House of Representatives.

However the rate of incumbents 
who seek return engagements to 
their House seats generally is 
regarded as fairly high, and It's 
a bit more difficult than many 
realize to unhorse one who has 
been in the post for one or more 
terms. 


The "drop out" rate among 


House hopefuls, perhaps under* 
standably under the circum. 
stances, is a bit higher than for 
many offices when the final day 
comes (one week hence) to with- 
draw as candidates. 


There are other less sought 


after posts for which nominating 
petitions must be filed with the 
state, such as this year State 
Auditor General, State Treas. 
urer and a State Superior Court 
Judgeship. 
These however do not draw the 


volume of potential candidates 
inasmuch as they are flat state* 
wide offices, as opposed to the 
flexibility 
of the other more 


numerous "state" offices, plus 
the fact the state organizations, 
both Republican and Democrat, 
ic, invariably slate their own 
"organization" 
candidates. 


(The U. S. senatorial post on the 
block this year also falls within 
this category.) 


In any event, all these peti- 


tions have to be processed and 
checked by the State Elections 
Bureau for accuracy, signa- 
tures, etc., once they have been 
filed, 
which means it Isn't 


simply a question of candidate 
Joe Blow logging in with the 
bureau as a candidate for this 
or that office.

cal forces, their sapper unite 
and their underground opera- 
tives. 


As to this effort's costliness 


to the Viet Cong, there can to 
no reasonable doubt. There has 
been quite reasonable doubt, 
however, about tto effort's de- 
signed result. Was it really 
to touch off a "general Upris- 
ing"? 
Or was it merely to 


wreak maximum destruction 
and to sow doubt and dismay 
tore in America and in South 
Vietnam? 


These have been tto arguable 


questions. They have now been 
answered, however, again be- 
yond reasonable doubt, by tto 
first interrogattonsof the thous- 
ands of VC prisoner* of war 
picked up in the towns and cities 
of South Vietnam. Tto designed 
result of the assaultw*sr intact, 
to provoke a "general op* 
rising," which most conspicu* 
ously failed to occur. 


Tto tactical situation natural* 


ly has been given priority by 
the interrogators. Hence, the 
political interrogations are as 
yet very imcomplete; 
but it 


already appears that, in most 
cases, members of tto VC pro- 
vincial party committees went 
into the towns and cities with 
the troops. And in many cases 
the object was clearly to set 
up military governments and to 
proclaim the new "coalition" 
the VC documents have teen 
talking about for month*. 


In Saigon a full member of the 


VC's highest political body, tto 
Central Committee of tto Na- 
tional Liberation Front, was 
killed in action, In Nha Trang, 
a member of tte provincial 
Party Committee was taken 
prisoner. His mission had been 
to issue the call for tto "gen- 
eral uprising" over tte govern- 
ment radio station, which was 
never taken. Other cases might 
to cited. 


It is well established, at any 


rate, that tto "general uprts. 
ing" was intended and expected. 
It did not materialise for two 
reasons. Barring a few students 
in Hue and tto inmates of tto 
Hue Jail, tto "popular mass* 
es" told strictly aloof from 
"tto surging struggle." And 
contrary to reports, tto vast 
majority of •oath Vietnamese 
army unite, though taken by sur- 
prise with many men on leave, 
acquitted themselves with true 
courage and distinction. 


Wimout these two factors, tto 


courage of our American troops 
would nave g»no fer aetttat. 
With these factors, fta* tto 
courage of tto Americans, tat 
enemy suffered a severe dt- 


ftat by any standard of judg- 
ment** defeat for which all 
the destruction and disruption 
were, and are, wholly inade- 
quate rewards for the VC. 


For that very reason, as these 


words are written, there are 
indications that the enemy may 
return to the attack on certain 
cities and towns. The object, 
ive of the general assault was 
to gain control of a good many 
places. The result cannot be 
prejudged, but this time there 
will be no surprise. 


Furthermore, the Saigon gov. 


ernmenf s handling of all the 
problems of destruction and dis- 
ruption is now crucially Import- 
ant. The word from the Amer- 
icans on the spot is "so far, so 
good." But again, the final re- 
suit cannot be prejudged. Fi- 
nally, it is Impossible to over- 
estimate the stakes in the game 
in the battle at Khe Sanh; and 
that is Just beginning. 


But the fact remains that what 


has happened in Vietnam cannot 
be rationally interpreted as Sen. 
Kennedy Interpreted it in Chi- 
cago. 
If the Hanoi war-plan- 


ners felt able to sustain the 
kind of unending war that Ken- 
nedy talked about, they would 
not have gone for broke against 
the towns and cities, and they 
would not now be going for 
broke at Khe Sanh. They are, 
in truth, going for broke be- 
cause they know damn well they 
cannot sustain an unending war. 


The truth is that with all his 


intelligence 
and patriotism, 


Kennedy has not been wise 
enough to turn a deaf ear to the 
dafeat-at-any-prlce people. 
These are the academics and

Is Extended to Meat

DES MOINES, fcwa (AP) — 


A 35-state grain market boycott 
by the National Farmers Organ. 
Ization was extended to meat 
Monday in the second phase of 
an all. commodity withholding 
action aimed at boosting prices. 


The meat embargo was called 


one month after the NFO in- 
strutted its members to hold 
corn, oats, wheat, rye, soybeans 
and sorghums off the market 
until prices reached predeter. 
mined levels. 


The final phase of the action, 


a milk sales boycott, is planned 
at,an as yet unscheduled date, 
said NFO president Oren Lee 
Staley. 


The organization urged its 


members to hold cattle, hogs 
and sheep from packing houses 
until prices rise as much as six 
cents a pound. 
' 'We' re prepared to hold what, 


ever time it takes,'' said Staley. 
"How long the action lasts will 
depend on the desire of the 
packing industry to fight." 


The militant farmer group 


wants cattle prices increased 
from 26 io 32 cents per pound, 
hog prices up from 19 to 23 


and sheep from 23 to 29 


-cents. 
Staley said members would 


offer contracts only to those 
meat packers "willing to sign 
and pay the price." 


The grain boycott was called 


Jan. 11. Staley said the meat 
embargo was timed to hit gains 
in grain prices before they 
reached a level harmful to cat. 
tlemen in need of feed. 


"We were watching the grain 


supply in elevators as we had 
anticipated doing," said Staley. 
"Now we are ready for a hold, 
out perhaps as long as the 43 
days of the 1964 action." 


Staley claimed that enthusi- 


asm for the grain action broad- 
ened the NFC's membership 
from 30 to 35 states. The actual 
member ship figure Is held se. 
cret. It has been estimated at 
300,000. 
Prices have risen slightly dur. 


Ing the grain boycott. Market 
specialists say that in addition 
to the embargo this is explained 
by increased exports, grains 
stored under government loan, 
a big signup for the 1968 acre, 
age diversion program and the 
political crisis in Southeast 
Asia. 


Staley contends that so long 


as grain may be stored under 
federal loan at prices equal to 
or better than the market price, 
as Is the case today, his farmers 
can "outlast the grain trade."

The road ahead is bleak, to say

Lincoln's 


birthday is celebrated usually 
in tribute to his nobility, but he 
also was one of the cleverest 
politicians ever to set foot in the 
White House. His original cab- 
inet was put together for po- 
litical purposes, with little pre- 
tense of quality, and Lincoln 
never hesitated thereafter to 
throw aside generals and offi- 
cials for whatever political 
profit there was in it. 


Numerous 
presidents also 


have J'gone to the country*' when 
they felt their support slipping, 
or sensed the necessity of en- 
couraging the people. 
Others 


have sought some shoring-up 
from 
the outside-as, for in- 


stance, when President Ken- 
nedy called in former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower right after the 
Bay of Pigs. 


It is hard to see, however, 


how President Johnson can use 
any of these time-honored meth- 
ods to improve his situation. 
Not only would it be hard for 
him to attack a Democratic 
Congress and turn the assault 
into a campaign issue, as Tru-

"I can assure you that no

Indeed, 
the biggest problem with the 
proposed FPC legislation is that 
it is so encompassing in its ap. 
proach to utility management 
problems that it would create 
uncertainties and delays which 
would materially interfere with 
the efficient operation of utility 
systems across the country." 


On another subject, Kuhns re. 


f erred to plans for spending $130 
million on a nuclear.fueled Met. 
Edison plant at Three Mile Is. 
land in the Susquehanna River. 
He said the company would 
spend an additional $6 million 
on cooling towers to "complete, 
ly avoid the problem" of therm- 
al pollution of water. 


"While we can demonstrate 


that we pollute the atmosphere 
far less than the automobile," 
Kuhns said, "we recognize our 
responsibility to do our share in 
cleaning up the atmosphere... 
our biggest air pollution prob- 
lem is not with the new plants 
but with older existing plants."

It is not 
least because he has so little 
ability to mobilize public sup- 
port with words that Lyndon 
Johnson is in serious trouble; 
it is not least because he has 
so consistently sought to put a 
good face on everything that he 
no longer has much ability to 
put a good face on anything. 


Johnson might, to some ex- 


tent, reorganize his adminis- 
tration. 
The appointment of 


Clark Clifford to the Defense 
Department improved admin- 
istration relations with Con- 
gress; superlative nominees to 
replace Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare John 
Gardner and Ambassador Ar- 
thur Goldberg (if he leaves his 
U.N. post) would help. But a 
change at the State Department 
would raise questions about a 
change in an Asian policy with 
which Dean Rusk is indelibly 
identified and, in any case, a 
President 
with 
less than a 


year in office guaranteed to 
him, 
and with so many diffi- 


culties besetting him, will not 
have an easy time recruiting 
men to match Gardner and Gold- 
berg. 


Lyndon Johnson has never 


lacked ingenuity or courage, and 
he probably is at his best when 
the going is worst. Right now, 
however, he seems less depend- 
ent on these qualities than on the 
success of American arms in 
Vietnam and the failure of Re- 
publican tactics at home—both 
of which are largely out of his 
hands.

It's a step in the right direction-the Junior 


High and Elementary Wrestling Tournament, 
that is. 


The third year for the Beaty grapplers and 


the first for the grade schoolers, it served as 
evidence that Warren has an effective "feeder" 
system for its varsity wrestling program. 


That's what it takes to be a winner today. 
It joggles the imagination to realize that most 


of the fifth and sixth graders who won titles on 
Saturday will have six, seven and even eight 
years of experience behind them when they 
eventually step on a varsity mat. 


The 44 boys who wrestled in the finals all 


display a knowledge of the fundamentals of the 
mat sport and a few exhibited moves that some 
varsity teams in the area don't know, or at least 
don't use. 


They made mistakes (but none that we haven't 


seen a varsity grappler commit this season) 
but experience will cure that. 


As a result, allowing for a few dropouts, War- 


ren will have 30 to 40 polished matmen vying 
for 12 or 13 varsity positions in a few years. 


The next step is interscholastic competition on 


the junior high level. It's already a reality in 
the Clearfield-State College area, the cradle of 
high school wrestling in Pennsylvania. 


That program requires that other schools 


in the immediate area also have junior high 
systems, and that's the rub. 


When other towns initiate a grade school 


and junior high program (and a few already 
have), Warren will not have the edge it is build- 
ing now. 
Clearfield had the advantage for years, and it 


showed up when the Bisons walked away with 
State Championships year after year, but other 
cities all around the state followed their ex- 
ample and caught up. 


Now Clearfield is back on top again and,while 


they may not have five or six State Champions 
as they've had in past years, are one of the 
strongest teams in Pennsylvania. 


They have a winning tradition. 
The same 


can be said about Warren, and it's going to im- 
prove for the next few years. 


Then the others will start catching up. 
What's next? 
Would you believe wrestling from the first 


grade up?Stellate A Dreamer? 


Along the same lines, Meadville High's Head 


Football Coach Tony Stellato with moral support 
from the Football Boosters Club, has recom- 
mended a long list of improvements in the 
Bulldogs' program to the Meadville Area School 
Board. 


If approved, the program would include: one 


head coach and two assistants (startingsalaries 
$550 with yearly increases) for the varsity, 
two coaches ($475 plus increases) for the junior 
varsity, two coaches ($400 plus increases) for 
the junior high program and THREE coaches 
($300 ditto increases) for a seventh grade 
system. 


That's ten coaches! 
The seventh grade program would consist 


of three teams of 15 players each who would 
play a round of four games as preliminaries 
to the regular junior high contests and an all- 
star game at the end of the season. 


Other recommendations include improvement 


of the field house, the installation of new mer- 
cury-vapor lights at the field and the appoint- 
ment of a full time athletic director. 


Whew! 
Stellato, obviously,and Bulldog fans have been 


disappointed in their teams over the last few 
years, and if Tony wins his battle, those days 
may soon be long gone. 


Then, Warren will be playing catch-up! (New

NIGHTMARES 


According to Doctor Sim C. Liddon of Pittsburgh, the 


term nightmare originally meant a "night-fiend" who 
was responsible for terrifying dreams. These demons 
sat on the chest of the victim paralyzing him and crush- 
ing his breath away. 


Today, the term denotes a special type of anxiety 


dream with a variety of possible meanings. A childhood 
psychological conflict replaces the night-fiend as the 
initiator of the dream. 


Nightmares are different from other anxiety dreams. 


During a nightmare the victim may be unable to move or 
speak (sleep paralysis); he may make violent efforts to 
move his arms as tho throwing off a weight which is 
holding them down. Sleep paralysis may be aggravated 
by the feeling of being awake, yet utterly helpless. The 
ensuing anxiety can be the most terrifying aspect of the 
nightmare. 


Hypnagogic hallucinations may coexist. These ex- 


periences occur just prior to falling asleep or in the 
transition between sleep and wakefulness. The victim 
may "see" persons or animals near the bed while he is 
paralyzed from fright. There is evidence that sleep 
paralysis and hypnagogic hallucinations are definitely 
related to dreams. 


Man exhibits rapid eye movements (REM) during that 


stage of sleep in which dreaming takes place. During
